Pittsburg, Nov. 14.—President Sam­ 
uel Gomkpers called to order a guttl­ 
ing of nearly 500 men and women 
from ail parts of the United States 
and from Canada and 
Europe, the 
twenty-fifth annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor. James 
B. Drew, representing Mayor Ilayes, 
welcomed the Federation to Pittsburg.

In o ffice Jero me Is sa id to be efficient 
a nd to keep his wo rk ev en with the 
ca lenda r. 
It is his theo ry to cro wd 
thro ug h ev ery crimina l ca se o n the 
jump, a nd he is the so rt o f ma n tha t 
liv es up to his theo ries. 
He ha s few, 
by the wa y , being to o busy to think o f 
them. 
The mo st sensa tio na l thing he ha s 
do ne In o ffice wa s to driv e o ut g a m­ 
bling . Tha t is a sto ry In itself, a n o ld 
o ne, but wo rth retelling . 
The first ef­ 
fo rt wa s a fa ilure beca use o f deficient 
la ws. 
Then Jero me shifted his ba se 
o f o pera tio ns to Alba ny a nd ha d the 
la w a mended. 
It to o k a fig ht to do it 
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the chord of righteousn ess in a n ew 
way, an d that chord wever fails to re­ 
spon d . 
The most con spicuous examples of 
this uew' school are, i>erhaps, Roose­ 
velt, La Follette, Folk, W eaver an d Je­ 
rome. It has been said that the last 
shall be first an d that Is so—at least 
in this article. 
Jerome ju st n ow is 
very much in the public eye because 
of the fact that tho people of New' 
York have smashed all sorts of polit­ 
ical machin es to re-elect him d istrict 
attorn ey. It takes a man to be elected 
to office without an y kin d of partisan 
support, especially in New York. 


“ The Ma n With the Ax .” 
Jerome is kuowu aroun d Gotham as 
“ the man with the ux.” 
He gain ed 
that title when a justice of special ses­ 
sion s. 
Learn in g that the police were 
protectin g vice an d crime, he wen t 
with the officers to serve his own w ar­ 
ran ts an d more than ouee wield ed the 
ax to break d own the d oors of gam­ 
blin g an d other d isreputable bouses. It 
was then that he mad e a remark w'or- 
thy to live, “I d o n ot believe the Ten 
Comman d n fen ts have been repealed .” 
It was his record as jud ge that gave 
him the un an imous n omin ation of the 
an ti-Tamman y forces for d istrict at­ 
torn ey. That was four years ago. His 
method of campaign in g mad e him the 
cen tral figure of the fight. 
Ren tin g a 
room d own town , he n ever wen t n ear 
an y of the political head quarters, but 
arran ged his own sched ules an d wen t 
his own gait. 
His man n er of hittin g 
every head he saw alarmed the politi­ 
cian s. He n ot on ly wen t after Croker, 
the opposition boss, but lambasted 
Platt, who w'as supposed to be sup­ 
portin g Jerome’s sid e.

man agers begged him to mod erate his 
lan guage, but he on ly mad e It stron ger. 
Almost every on e tho ug ht his impolitic 
course would d efeat him. 
Rets were 
freely o ffered a t 4 to 1 a g a inst him. 


but a loss of temper on the part of the 
sen ator represen tin g the gamblers an d 
an attack on the Republican lead er, 
Sen ator Rain es, aroused the ire of that 
gen tleman an d caused him to push the 
bill through. 
After the n ew law' was en acted an 
amusin g thin g occurred . 
Tho Tam ­ 
man y chief of police an n oun ced that 
there was n o gamblin g in New York. 
Then somethin g happen ed . Callin g the 
own ers of the biggest gamblin g bouses 
in to his office, Mr. Jerome quietly ex­ 
plain ed to them that he had them 
“d ead to rights.” 
They seemed to 
agree with him. 
It was a question as 
to whether they would close volun tari­ 
ly or be closed . They d ecid ed to close 
volun tarily. 
As a result two large 
rooms at tho d istrict attorn ey’s office 
are packed full of gamblin g parapher­ 
n alia, an d some of it overflows in to 
other rooms.

Seld om, if 
ever, in mod ern political history has 
there been so un ique a fight, on e so in ­ 
volvin g the elemen t of d oin g the right 
tilin g regard less of con sequen ces, on e 
so appealin g to the imugln utiou an d the 
spirit of righteousn ess. 
William Travers Jerome was born in 
New York April 18, 1850. 
lie comes 
of a d istin guished family, his father, 
Lawren ce It. Jerome, havin g been on e 
of the best kn own men in the New 
York of an earlier d ay. lie, too, was a 
politician , but without an y reform pro­ 
clivities. Million aire ban ker, promoter, 
patron of sports, literature an d urt, 
practical joker aud after d in n er speak­ 
er, Lawren ce it. Jerome was con sid ­ 
ered a prin ce of good fellow's. 
The 
story of the sou's christen in g is worth 
tellin g. 
The eld er Jerome was d in in g 
d own town with William U. Travers 
when u telegram was han d ed lilm an ­ 
n oun cin g the boy« « arrival. 
“W -what’s the d -d -d uffer’s n ame?” 
stammered Travers. 
“William Travers Jerome,” an n oun c­ 
ed the proud father, little kn owin g just 
how famous that n ame w*« d estin ed to 
become. 
An other story is told of the sen ior 
Jerome that, though old , may have 
been n ew when he sprun g it. Bein g in 
a crowd ed Broad way bus, the father 
took William Travers, then a boy of 
ten , on his kn ee. 
A stun n in g youn g 
lad y came aboard an d was compelled 
to stan d . 
“Travers,” reprovin gly re­ 
marked the father, “why d o you n ot 
get up aud give the lad y your seat?” 
There is a story told of tlie youn g 
man 's youth in d icatin g that he himself j 
was n ot exactly a Sun d ay school boy. j 
His mother rem on strated with him for ; 
playin g card s, askin g him if a great ; 
d eal of time were n ot lost in playin g 
the game. “Yes, mother,” he smiled in 
reply, “there is—in shufflin g an d d eul- 
in g.” 
An un cle of the d istrict attorn ey, 
Leon ard Jerome, was the man for 
whom the famous Jerome race track 
park was n amed . 
A cousin is Lad y Ran d olph Churchill, 
of whom Glad ston e on ce said that she 
could make more votes than an y cam­ 
paign orator in En glan d . 
Grea test Fad His Ma chine Sho p. 
When a youn g man William Travers 
Jerome was very d elicate, bein g forced 
to leave college before grad uation on 
accoun t of a breakd own . He tlien be­ 
gan outd oor exercises to build up his 
bod y. He ploys golf an d used to be an 
en thusiastic bicyclist, but n ow substi­ 
tutes automobile campaign in g for that 
sport. Perhaps his greatest fad is his 
machin e shop in the basemen t of his 
Con n ecticut home, where he makes 
clocks uud all sorts of od d an d curious 
thin gs to presen t to his frien d s. 
Mr. Jerome is a con firmed smoker, 
on e tale cred itin g him with burn in g 
tw en ty cigarettes a d ay. An other sto­ 
ry says that he has given up cigarettes 
for cigars, but that he on ly in d ulges in 
a cheap bran d because he d oes n ot 
wish to form an expen sive habit. A 
third accoun t says that he has aban ­ 
d on ed both cigars aud cigarettes for a 
pipe. At an y rate, there is on e tilin g 
certain —he smokes. 
He also causes 
the other fellow to smoke. But that re­ 
mark is too obvious.

out that when caressed they jump about 
for joy, wag their tails, lower their 
ears, lick their m aster's han d s, crouch 
d ow*n an d even throw* themselves on 
tbe groun d , feet upward . When fright­ 
en ed , they carry their tails between 
their legs.

A 
man might live on beef alon e, but it 
would be a very on e sid ed an d imper­ 
fect d iet But meat an d bread together 
make the essen tials of a healthful d iet. 
Such are the facts of experien ce. The 
ad van cin g scien ce of later years ex­ 
plain s them. 
This explan ation takes 
In to accoun t n ot simply quan tities of 
meat an d bread an d milk an d other 
materials w'hich we eat, but also the

General Jacob Hurd Smith, U. S. A. j 
(retired), who won fame as a great j 
lighter In the rebellion In Cuba aifd in 
the Philippines, recently sailed for Eu­ 
rope with the ex press purpose and de­ 
liberate intention of loafing, say s the 
New York World. 
Loafing, according 
to General Smith, Is a science, even a ! 
fine art, and he goes to Europe to loaf 
because he can find no one in America 
•who will loaf with him in the way he j 
wants. 
People here are too busy , or 
think they are, which is just as bad, 
to spend time In enjoy ing themselves, I 
and he is a sociable, genial soul who t 
feels that by a life of fighting he has I 
earned the right to enjoy himself, but I 
he does not like to loaf alone. 
"WUat is loafing for me,” he said, 
“may not be loafing for others. 
Some 
retired army officers have ideas of re­ 
lax ation that do not appeal to me. 
I 
visited one man recently and said to 
him, ‘General, now that y ou are out of 
tiie army , w’hat are y ou going to do 
with y ourself?’ 
And he answrered 
gravely , ‘I am study ing turtles.’ An- 1 
other good friend of mine I found in 
his garden, devoting his life to raising 
rosea. 
I told those fellows they were 
bury ing themselves, they were too nar­ 
row in their ideas, but they seemed 
happy and satisfied. 
“My idea of spending a life of leisure 
is to broaden as much as possible all 
that is most refined in man’s tastes. 1 
There y ou have. In a few words, what 
I call loafing and wffiat most men in i 
this country think they are too busy to j 
do. 
Since I wras retired from active 
service three y ears ago, at the age 
of six ty -two, I have spent a lnrsfe part , 
of my time in Europe, study ing the 
methods of European urniies and en­ 
joy ing my self in my owm way . Now I 
um going back there for the winter.” 
General Smith is a short, slender 
man, who looks very like Field Mar­ 
shal Lord Roberts of the British army . 
His shoulders are square, his chest 
deep, and he carries himself like a true 1 
soldier. Ilis face is seamed and criss­ 
crossed w ith the w’rinkles that y ears 
Of hardship and peril have stamped; 
his nose is of the aquiline ty pe that 
Napoleon required iu his generals; his 
ey es are a pale greenish blue and look 
at y ou with penetrating fearlessness, 
amounting even to fierceness when In­ 
tensity of thought or ex pression deepens 
the two lines that rise from his nose j 
and bisect his forehead, but that melt 
into tenderness wffien he speaks of his 
wife or the boy s who fought under 
him and were killed. He is bald, with 
a fringe of iron gray hair and a thick 
but closely cropped Iron gray mus­ 
tache. He dresses writh the same quiet 
refinement. 
A picturesque forcibleness character­ 
izes his speech, the force that is ex em­ 
plified In his famous dispatch to Gen­ 
eral Otis from Annaiees when besieged 
in that Luzon village by a force of na­ 
tives fur larger than the handful of 
men he had under him: “I will hold 
this place till hell freezes over and 
then fight on the ice!” 
“Mrs. Smith and I sail on Saturday 
direct for London. We shall be enter­ 
tained by some friends at Hampstead 
for about ten day s, and then we go to 
Paris, where I have many friends. 
From there we go dowm the Loire to 
Tours and, making that city our head­ 
quarters, spend a few wreeks automo- 
blllng about among the chateaux . 
I 
have a friend who has a fine fast motor 
ear. uud I shall act as chauffeur. Oh, 
y es, I understand the car. I spent sev­ 
eral weeks last spring iu the factory 
of the makers study ing its mechanism, 
and 1 can take it all to pieces and put 
it 
together 
again 
without 
trouble. 
From Tours w’e shall go into central 
France, through the Puy de Dome re­ 
gion, down to the Riviera and so on to 
Italy , reaching Home about Christmas. 
I want to spend Christmas day in 
Rome. 
After a few weeks there w’e 
shall sail from Naples for Palermo 
and will spend the early spring in 
Sicily , then buck to the continent, to 
Balreuth in time for the W agner fes­ 
tival, then to Munich for tiie musical 
season there and so back home about 
the 1st of June. 
I have laid out no 
definite itinerary , but this is an out­ 
line of my general plan, which I shall 
vary as the spirit moves me. 
“It may seem a strange thing for an 
old soldier to be fond of, but art is 
w hat I w ant most to study . 
1 w’ant 
to be able when I look ut a picture to 
recognize the painter by the sty le, to 
know the school and the history of the 
artist and, further still, to know pre­ 
cisely why I admire the picture, w hat 
are the qualities In it which appeal to 
my sense of beauty . 
I like to roam 
about in the famous galleries of Eu­ 
rope; I like to meet and to know the 
men who can give me new* and Intelli-' 
gent views of things which are worth 
knowing; 1 like to talk with men who 
have time to devote to the finer things 
of life. 
I do not wont my horizon to 
be bounded by turtles or by roses, 
charming in their own narrow way as 
these things may be. I hare not much 
more than tw’enty y ears to live, per­ 
haps not that. 
My life has been busy 
and active, but I have alway s found 
tim e to prepare my self for the day s of 
retirement that were to follow. I have 
studied French for many y ears and can 
talk it well enough to get along In 
France, though it may not be the pur­ 
est of Parisian.”

While in the case of other creatures 
tlieir actions are supposed, to play Into 
the hands of natural selection, so that 
tbis beneficent force becomes the alma 
mater of new races, In the case of man 
it has been otherwise. 
His own ac­ 
tions have defeated the alms of natu­ 
ral selection for his welfare. 
Darwin 
held similarly pessimistic views. 
“In 
one of my latest conversations with 
Darwin." writes Dr. A. It. Wallace, “he 
ex pressed himself very gloomily on the 
future of humanity .” Aud this was on 
the grounds that under present condi­ 
tions the fittest did not survive.—Lon­ 
don Globe.

From soundings made in the 
districts w here these creatures are 
found in such im m ense numbers, it is 
probable that the w aters will average 
a m ile in depth.

square mile.
